of vibration, thus changing the quality of the mass. 

If the student turns to a modern book on Chemistry, he will 
find, at first, superficial descriptions of special instances of these 
occurrences that are the subject of the chemisis’ study, but if we 
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turn to the writing of the Alchemists, we are in a different world, 
There ïs nothing even remotely resembling what one finds in a 
modern book of Chemistry. 

‘The language of the Alchemists was, always, rich in such 
expressions as these: ‘The elements are to be so enjoined that 
the nobler and fwller life may be produced,” “Our arcanum is 
gold exalted to the degree of perfection to which the combined 
action of nature and art can develop it.” 

Such commingling of ethical and physical ideas, such appli- 
cation of moral conceptions to material phenomena, was char- 
acteristic of the alchemical method of regarding Nature. The 
consequent results, were great confusions of thought, much mys- 
tification of ideas, and a superabundance of views about natural 
events and things. The central quest of Alchemy was the quest 
of an unidentified and an wmdefinable something wherein was 
supposed to be contained all the powers and potencies of life, 
and whatever makes life worth living. How many students fnd 
their way out of these labyrinths of hidden meanings? ‘To assist 
and make the study easy and at the same time not to divulge 
the secret too openly, but leave it in a partially uncovered state, 
sufficiently interesting to be attractive and yet clear, has been 
the compilers care. It is hoped that all those interested will take 
advantage of this opportunity and send in their subscriptions, 
as the edition will not be a large one, and therefore, no time 
should be lost in sending in your name, The writings of that 
Master, Paracelsus, are now a closed book to all but few, but 
anyone who will read and study Aichemy and the Alchemists 
will be able to understand his teachings. 

This is the first time that this great subject has been treated 
in such an open manner.

and other like miasmic diseases, while his other remedy, known 
as a Vitalizer, has heen the means through which many Con- 
sumptives have been cured. Thus it is seen that he was not only 
in truth a Philosopher, but also a physician of no mean repute.

During the entire month of June; 1916, there was held at 
the headquarters of the Order at “Beverly Hall” a Sacred Con- 
vocation, to which had been invited workers and students from 
all parts of the world, and during this Convocation there were 
classes of instructions, sometimes as many as three a day, and 
during this time many of the fundamental teachings of the 
Order were given to the delegates present. 
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Those who are seeking for true Mystical knowledge, will 
at once see that the instructions imparted to the seekers at such a 
gathering are of prime importance, because they deal with the 
life of the average student and the problems that he or she must 
meet from day to day. ‘This system of instructions, in book 
form, will be found to be a complete text book of Fundamental 
Laws. 

The question as to the value of the teachings of the True 
Rose Cross Order is no longer asked by the seeker, since the 
value of such instruction and training, is amply proven when we 
consider that the delegates present had not only enrolled with 
the Order previously, but that besides doing this they were will- 
ing to make sacrifices in order to be able to meet the expenses of 
a trip which, in many instances, took them clear across the con- 
tinent, and in some cases from foreign countries.

The women who attend the free cooking classes conducted 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday mornings each week by the 
Rose Cross Aid, are taught to figure the cost for each person of 
each megl served.

The vegetables used in the sample menu published today 
were bought at the city market. 

Luncheon—Rice omelette, escalloped egg plant, cold slaw, 
whole wheat bread and butier, cereal coffee. 

Omelette—S eggs, 5 tablespoons hot water, 14 teaspoon salt, 
2 tablespoons ail or butter, shake red pepper, 34 teaspoon salt, 
4% cup rice (whole grain). Separate the yolks from the whites. 
Beat yolks until light and lemon colored; add salt, pepper and 
hot water, Beat whites until stiff and dry. Cook the rice first, 
in a double boiler, almost dry, then beat into yolks. Gradually 
fold whites into the mixture. Heat pan and when butter or oil 
is melted turn in mixture and spread evenly. When well puffed 
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a eg a eC a 
and delicately brown underneath, place pan on center grate in 
oven to finish browning on top. Slip onto hot platter and serve, 

Cold Slaw—Select a small head of cabbage, take off outside 
leaves and cut in half. With a sharp knife slice very thinly. 
Soak in cold water and keep in a cool place until very crisp, drain 
and dry between towels. Mix with cream salad dressing. 

Cream Salad Dressing—t4 tablespoon salt, 134 tablespoons 
sugar, 1% tablespoon flour, 134 tablespoons melted butter, $4 cup 
vinegar, 1 teaspoon mustard, few grains red pepper, 1 egg, 34 
cup milk. Mix dry ingredients together; add yolks slightly 
beaten, place in sauce pan and stir all the time, add milk grad- 
ually next vinegar, drop by drop and last the butter, cook until 
mixture thickens and immediately remove from fire, Strain and 
cool, 

Escalleped Egg Plant—Peel an egg plant and cut in small 
cubes; cook in small quantity of boiling water until soft, then 
drain. Place a layer of bread crumbs in a well greased baking 
dish, alternate with a layer of egg plant and sliced onion. Top 
layer bread crumbs, Make a rich cream sauce and pour over this 
and bake 1 hour in medium oven. a 

* Cream Sauce—Place a lump of butter size of an egg in a 
sauce pan, when hot and all melted, add. while stirring con- 
stantly, 1 tablespoon of flour that has been thinned with a cup of 
milk. Season with red pepper and salt. If more liquid is needed 
to thin the sauce add a little of the drained liquid from egg plant, 

Roasted Whole Grain Barley Coffee—Grind same in coffee 
mill, Use a teaspoonful to a cup of water and an extra cup of 
water in the pot; a few egg shells. Let boil; after boiling steep 
for ten minutes. Serve with sugar and cream.
